He joined the ist Life Guards 46 years 
ago, and became its colonel. 

He was 54 when war. broke out, but 
ke offered his services, and commanded 
a reserve battalion of his old regiment. 
“Sir George's connection with the Court 
began with his appointment os equerty 
to the late Duke of Clarence, whom he 
accompanied on his Indian tour in. 1888. 

From 1802 to 1910 he was equerry to 
King Edward VII., and from 1910 to 
1825 was equerty to Queen Alexandra. 
He was appointed extra equerry to King 
George on the denth of Edward VII.y_ 


Sir George Holford was. knighted in| 


1910 and in 1012 he married Mrs. John 
Menzies, daughter of the late Mr, Arthur 
Wilson,’ of Tranby Croft, ° 

His town «mansion «was rche:

‘IN THE EARLY 
“The muse of history sometimes playa 
ctrange pranks. There’ were doubtless 
many eminent journalists back in 1877} 
who would have coveted the opportunity 
of sending the world’s frat telephone 
press despatch, for the event marked the 
apening of a new era in the making of 
nowspapers. But fate reserved this hon- 
our for a mere youth—a young man from 
Salem, Mass, U.S.A., who eked out his 
rather’ meagre daytime: earnings as a 
bank clerk. Although this position was 
looked upon as~a highly desirable one, 
the pay did not enable-him to keep up 
the appeqrance necessary to his sdcial 
standing, so he warked na & newspaper 
writer by night. : 
« This part-time journalist: ‘was Henry 
M.. Batchelder, then Salem correspondent 
for the Buston Globe and now president 
of the Merchants’* National Bank of 
‘Salem. The event which gave him his 
unique opportunity was a lecture and 
demonstration by Alexander Graham 
Bell, held in Salem ‘on the night of 
February 12th, 1877. 

The next'morning the Globe publishéd

EFFECT OF. COAL STOPPAGE. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF LLOYD'S. 
: REGISTER. 

The growing” populeniy: of the’ oil 
engine “as ‘ns methed of propulsion. for 
ships is commented upon in the annual 
report of Lloyd’s Register of Shipping 
for. 1925-96, which- has just been issued. 


During the year under review no fewer 
than 113 vessels, aggregating 601,497 tons 
gross, had been constructed under the. 
supcgvision of the Society’s surveyors in 
which this‘type of. engine had been, in- 
stalled. Forty-six of these vessels, total- 
ling 221,420 tons, had been built in the 
United Kingdom and Ireland, and the 
temainder abroad. ‘Seventy-three of the 
full total were each of more than 5,000 
tonsa. Whereas in July, 1914, there’ were 
297 motor-ships of 234,287 groas tons, in 
July, 1920, there were 2,343 such vessels 
of 3,493,284 gross tons.’ iF. age 

Fifty-seven new' vessels of '303,833' tons 
gross had been fitted-during the year with 
installations for burning oi! fuel. in 
boiler furnaces, and.the total of, all such 
vessels in Lloyd’s Register on July 26th 
was 18,243,539 gross tons, compared with 
1,310,200 gross. tons in July, 1914. 

‘The coal stoppage,” it is stated, 
‘occurred too late to make its effect felt 
to any substantial extent . upon the:
